EXPLOSION 
AT TWEED. 


The Ontario Powder Co’s Plant 
Partially Blown Up. — The 
Shock Felt at Napanee. 











Tweed, Feb. 4.—A terrible explosion 
which broke well nigh every window 
in town, and caused scenes of excite- 
ment, occurred a mile east from here 
shortly afterseven this morning, when 
the powder mills of the Ontario Pow- 
der Company, comprising from twelve 
to fifteen buildings, were utterly des- 
troyed. It is fortunate there was no 
loss of life. The men,in the works had 
only been at their occupation a ‘few 
minutes when one of the big vats of 
nitric acid was observed to boil over, 
it ate its way into the floors and soon 
the wood cavght fire. For the flames 
to reach the ‘o glycerine mixer took 
only afew minutes. A warning was 
shouted and the men ran ior their 
lives, never pausing until with an aw- 
ful deafening roar the buildings were 
torn from their foundations, lifted up 
high in the heavensj,aund completely 
demolished, h 

There was considerable of a panic in 
the town for a little while until some 
of the powder makers arrived on the 
run with the glad intelligence that all 
had been saved, As it is, there will be 
considerable inconvenience in town, if 
not suffering, as with all the windows 
broken, andthe thermometer much 
below zero, it is impossible to keep the 
houses warm. 

Much perishable food stuff has been 
frozen in the stores, and rendered ab- 
solutely useless, the plate glass fronts 
having been smashed, Raxtneen is 


The churches of the town are also 
without windows, and as the glass is 
somewhat hard to replace, there will 
not likely be services next Sunday. 

The factory of the Steel Trough and 
Machine Company, which is situated 
a short distance away from the pow- 
der mills, had its big chimney blown 
down as well ag the glass broken. 

Across Stoco Lake, a distance of six 
or seven miles, is the little village of 
Stoco. It is reported that there was 
much damage done to windows there, 
and at Madoc, sixteen miles away, 
there are some plate glass fronts re- 
ported broken. 

The buildings of the Powder Com- 
pany were all wrecked most of them 
being completely blown to atoms. 
The worst explosion took place in the 
building where the blasting gelignite 
cartridges are made, The company 
had just started the manufacture of 
this powerful explosiye, having install- 
ed what of expensive imachinery in 
December last. This explosive is 5) 
per cent, more powerful than ordinary 
dynamite, It is of the consistence of 
tough paste and comprises about 7 per 
cent of nitro cotton to 98 per cent 
nitro glycerine, and as nitro glycerine 
congeals at 43 degrees Fahrenheit and 
freezes at 40 degrees Fahrenheit, it is 
necessary to inaintain an even tem- 
perature, 

The cause of the explosion is said ta 
be the fact that the extreme cold 
weather congealed the nitro el yescine:

CRUELTY IN PERSIA, 


Queer Things About the People of That 
, Queer Country. 

According to the authors of “Queer 
Things About Persia,” cruelty ig com- 
mon there. The executioner cuts 
throats in a public square, and the 
spectacle excites little interest. Crim- 
inals are sometimes crucified and 
sometimes walled up alive. Women 
for certain offenses are cast headlong 
from a tower. The Persian is a gen- 
tieman of surpassing courtesy and 
politeness, but say these writers: “The 
same man who drops rose petals under 
your feet in order to make them avoid 
the hardness of the road will not hesi- 
tate to make you suffer the most cruel 
tortures. He delights in the murmur 
of the rivulet in the moonshine, but 
the sound of blood flowing from an 
open wound has also for him its fas- 
cination. The singing of the nightin- 
gale fills him with rapture in the 
night, but he quivers with pleasure at 
the cry of pain from a victim.” Also 
they affirm that lying is an institution 
and no one condemns it. “The Persian 
does not consider a lie a sin. He 
thinks that we have a bad opinion of 
lying because we do not know how to 
lie, and if he shows an unbounded 
confidence in everything the Europeans 
say it is chiefly because he thinks we 
are totally devoid of the gift.”

MADNESS OR DEATH. 


The Inevitable Fate' That Awaits the 
Absinth Tippler. 

What is absiuth? It is prepared by 
pounding the leaves and flowering tops 
of various species of wormwood, star 
anise root, sweetflag root, leaves of 
dittany and other aromatic plants, and 
steeping them in alcohol. After eight 
or ten days the mixture is distilled, 
and oil of aniseed or some simfar es- 
sential! oil is added. This is the method 
of producing the genuine absinth, but 
it varies usually in the direction of 
cheapening production and increasing 
profits. Poisonous wood alcohol is 
used for macerating the vegetable in- 
gredients, and inferior and often in- 
jurious herbs are employed. These do 
not always produce the much desired 
greenish opalescence, and turmeric, in- 
digo, sulphate of copper and other col- 
oring matters are employed. The cen 
sequences of regularly drinking even 
carefully prepared absinth are in the 
end ruinous to mind and body. The 
main difference between the various 
qualities of the liquor Is the rapidity 
with which deleterious effects are pro- 





duced. A man can go on drinking the 
better qualities a little ionger before 
he becomes ad mental and physicai 
wreck; that is all. And, whether one 


drinks to excess or only takes a reg- 
ular daily dose, the end is the same.

NO MONEY AND NO 
FRIENDS 


A Sad Story of Consumption in a 
Canadian Town 


The Local Hospital Unable to Care 
for the Patient, and the query 
is What to Do? 


In a little booklet issued by the 
National Sanitarium Association under 
whose auspices has been established 
the Muskoka Free Hospital for Con- 
sumptives, we have the story told of a 
sad case of consumption. 

A young woman, apparently friend- 
less, came in on a train reaching Fort 
William, and immediately procured 
work as a domestic. A doctor was 
called in to examine her case, as she 
appeared to be a consumptive, and she 
was at once pronounced a bad case of 
tuberculosis, 

She was placed in the small local 
hospital of the town, and everything 
possible for the moment is being done 
to help the patient. 

But writing to the Secretary of the 
National Sanitarium Association, the 
Secretary of the Board of Health asks: 
“Is it possible to make room for this 
patient in the Muskoka I*rce Hospital 
for Consumptives, The local hospital 
is crowded for room, and there is really 
no place for this poor girl.” 

Continuing, the Fort William official 
adds ‘I inay say that as far as being 
able to pay is concerned, she, as far as 
we can learn, has no friends who can 
afford to pay for herin an institution.” 

It is to mect just such cases as these 
that the Muskoka Free Hospital for 
Consumptives has been opened, 

The official reports of the past year 
show that more than half the patients 
who entered the institution were abso- 
lutely free—their inaintenance not 
costing them a single farthing, The 
others only paid a nominal sum range 
ing from $1.50 to $8.00 a week, only a 
few paying the Jarger amount. The 
average of cach patient wag less than 
The actual cost of 
miintenance to the institution is over 
$9.00 a week so that our readers can 
readily see how strong a case is made 
out by the Trustees in their appeal to 
make provision for just such a patient 
as that from fort) Williain—only one 
of seores who are constantly seeking 
adinission.
